Men Take an Outlaw from Jail 
and Hang Him to a Ball- 
road Bridge.

Pbru, July -7.—A few days ago the 
danghter of Jas. Ohristianson married a 
man whom the father very much dis- 
liked, and being an intemperate man, 
he filled himself np with whisky and 
went to his home yesterday and pilo- 
ceeded to whip the entire family. 
Dr. 
E. B. North, in charge of the Wabash 
hospital, was passing at the time atid 
was attracted by the cries. 
He intw- 
fered and prevented the drunken m|m 
from continuing his brutal work. 
A Ift- 
tie later Ohristianson was seen to leaVe 
the house and proceed to an onthouije, 
revolver in hand. 
He fired a shot and 
it was supposed he had committed sui- 
cide. 
Dr. North went to tbe building, 
and opened the door, when Christiansbn 
made a rush at him with the revolver 
pointed at his head. 
North ran and the 
fellow after him. 
They had gone but a 
short distance when he fired, striking 
the doctor in the side, the ball passing 
through the kidneys, and although he 
is still alive, it is supposed that his in< 
juries will prove fatal. 


Ohristianson was arrested and lodged 
in jail. 
About 12:15 o'clock last night 
twenty-two masked men appeared at the 
jail and demanded admittance from the 
sheriff. 
This was refused them and 
they then proceeded to break down the 
door with sledges and picks. 


The murderer met them at the 
door 
and the masked men took him from the 
jail about three squares away to the rail- 
road bridge crossing of the Wabash river, 
where he was lynched. 


Before hanging him the captain asked 
him if he had anything to say. 
He re- 
sponded by uttering a long string of 
oaths which had no meaning. 


When all was prepared the leader of 
the masked men said: 


"All in favor of this man hanging re- 
spond by saying 
" 


A wild shout of 'I' went np from the 
crowd. 


He then said all not in favor say "no." 
Not a voice was heard and he went np 
in a second. 


His body was taken down at 3 a. m. 
and removed to the undertakers, where 
the inqnest, resulting in a verdict of 
"death by strangulation by unknown 
hands," was rendered at 10:30 this morn- 
ing. 


They hung him twice; the first time 
they did not tie his hands and when they 
pulled him up he clutched the rope with 
both iiands. 
They then tied his hands 
and pulled him np where he was left 
hanging for about an boar. 
He was out 
down about 1:50 a. m. 


One thousand people witnessed the 
hanging. 
He mt^de but one attempt to 
get away on the road down, but was soon 
overpowered. 


The feeling here is that he got 
about 
what he deserved. 
His victim is alive 
yet, but with slight chance of recovery. 
It is supposed the mob were from this 
city, but no one ventures an opinion 
as to who they were, and they were well 
masked and did their work in a systematic 
manner, as they marched from the bridge 
in half an hoar after striking the 
first 
blow at the door. 


Dr. North is highly respected. 
He is 
a brother-in-law of Dr Jackson, chief 
snrgeon of the Wabash railway. 


Dr. North has been a resident of this 
city two years, coming here from Ht. 
Louis, and was liked by everyone.

Diet for Birds. 


Among the important articles ot diet 
for soft-billed birds are ant-eggs and 
mead-worms, which are very essential 
to the nourishment of feathered song- 
sters in captivity. 
Just now they are 
very scarce indeed. 
In fact, those who 
have a supply are pretty sure to be dis- 
inclined to share with their neighbors, 
either for money or as a favor. 
The 
eggs come from South America and are 
imported by a firm in New York. They 
are very light in weight and cost 75 
cents a pound. 
The worms, in warm 
weather, 
can generally be found in 
large quantities in or about any flour- 
mill or meal bin, when a 
moistened 
product has become heated. 
A gentle- 
man in search of these delicacies yes- 
terday visited a prominent feed and 
eeed store, where they are generally- 
sold, and in response to his inquiry the 
clerk said: 
"We have no worms and 
nary an egg. 
We had about a hundred 
pounds of eggs stored in an upper floor 
of this building. 
A new man that we 
had engaged was directed to clean up 
the room. 
He saw the eggs, wondered 
why all that rubbish was allowed to ac- 
cumulate, and fired them into the ash- 
box on the sidewalk. "—.Bw^a/o

WASHIE^AWAY. 


Fifty Acres of Land Washed Away by 
the 
Missouri—Houses 
Being 
Hastily Removed. 


St. Loms, July 7.—A special from 
Atcluson, Kansas, says that -since yes- 
terday noon about fifty acres of land in 
East Atchison, Mo., have been washed 
away by the Missouri river. The school 
house, which a month f^o stood a quar- 
ter of a mile from the river bank, 
was 
moved east and the ground on which it 
stood is now in the 
river. 
The bank at 
that point is perpendicular and thiity 
feet high. 
The river has been rising 
steadily for forty-eight hours and the 
high winds of yesterday drove the cur- 
rent against the bank with great vio- 
lence, washing into the bed of quick- 
sand which lies below a stratum of clay, 
and thus undermined section after sec- 
tion. 
Earth as large as a block of build- 
ings breaks loose and is swallowed np 
by the mighty current. All the residents 
of that portion of the town have been 
forced to hastily remove their houses or 
abandon them to the mercy of the river. 
The river is steadily and surely cutting 
its way through the narrow neck of land 
which affords approach to the east end 
of the Atchison bridge and unless the 
government authorities take speedy ac- 
jtion in the matter the river will cut 
thtough, leaving the bridge on dry 
land. 


Another New Party.

of mind, as much so as any man he ever 
talked with. 


Mr. W. J. Vesey, Mr. Randall's law 
partner, says Mr. Simons was a hard 
worker and snffered slightly from ner- 
vous prostration, but denies that 
his 
mind wea in the remotest way affected. 
He says his trip into Michigan combined 
business and pleasure as before stated. 


Dr. T. J. Dills. Mr. Simons' physi- 
cian, says that Mr. Simons was over- 
worked, had overtaxed 
himself 
and 
needed rest, but was far from any men- 
tal trouble. 


Mr. Simons is now at Petoskey and 
expects his family to join him next 
week. 


ENORMOUS PENSION BUSINESS. 


What the Indiana Agency Has Done 
During th.; Tear Just Closed 
Under Colonel Zollinger's 
Management. 


Oolonel 0. A. Zollinger, pension agent 
for Indiana, has presented a statement 
of the business of his ofSce for, the past 
year, which contains some interesting 
facta. 
The monthly disbursements to 
pensioners were as follows;

The net increase to the roll in 1883 
was 2.674; in 1884, 2.896; in 1885, 8,051; 
in 1886, 4,114; in 1887, 5,179; total num- 
ber of pensioners on the rolls, 84,363. 


This leads the Indianapolis 
Sentinel 
to justly remark that the foregoing 
figures are of interest, from various con- 
siderations. 
In the first place, the In- 
I ¿Uana pension bureau, under the man- 


agement of Ool. O. A. Zollinger, stands 
at the head of the list for quick work 
and accuracy. 
The entire number of 
pensions, about 33,800, are paid in about 
five days; equal to 6.760 per day. 
If 
payments continue ten hours a day, then 
it follows that about 676 pensioners are 
paid every hour, or more than eleven 
every minute, 
and yet the business is 
conducted in such a methodical manner 
that so far not one cent has been lost. 


During the fiscal year ending June 30 
last, the Indianapolis burean paid out 
$1,413,646.75, and the new names on the 
rolls numbered 5,179, and the number 
of pensions, when pay was increased, ex- 
ceeded 6,000. 
It will be observed that 
under a democratic administration the 
pensions are faring vastly better than 
under republican rule. Taking the three 
years, 1883, '84 and '85, 
tbe total in- 
crease of pensions was 8,031, an aver- 
age of $2.673.66 a Tear, while in the 
years of 1886 and '87 the increase was 
9,283, or an average of 4,641.05 a year. 
Such facts show the soldiers who are 
their friends, and ought to stop the lying 
yawps of republican bosses of all degrees 
and shades.

A Swede named August and Miss Ari- 
ania Muohmore were instantly killed 
and about twenty others seriously in- 
jured, none fatally. The works and three 
brick buildings were totally 
destroyed. 
Loss, $50,000. 
A number of houses and 
stores were damaged and the people 
were thrown down in the houses from 
the force of the explosion. 
The loss in 
the town cannot be estimated.

The Batcher's Nag That Onttrotted 
Grant's Fast Horse, 
''lu 1864 Gen. Grant was a good deal 
at headquarters in Wasliington. He 
loved a fast horse, and he thought the 
big chestnut Cincinnatus he then drove 
would take the dust from no other in 
Washington. 
One day he was spinning 
along the road on the outskirts of the 
town when he noticed a rough-looking 
gray horse trotting along to a two- 
wheeled butcher wagon 
filled 
with 
meat. 
The General flew past tbe 
wagon, but the gray just set back his 
ears and the way he made the mud fly 
along that road was just astonishing. 
He got his nose to the rear of Grant's 
|>uggy, he pulled his head up to the 
hind wheels, and his forequarters were 
soon pattering along in a swift never- 
breaking trot near the heels, of the 
great Cincinnatus. 
Grant got mad and 
used his whip, the butcher 
driver 
laughed wickedly and held the reins 
taut on the gray, and the meat wagon 
; jolting and jumping showered the dirt 
from its wheels over the General and 
into the nose of the horse he thought 
could not be beat. 
Next morning early, 
little Webster, of Grant's staff, came 
over to me and said: 'Chad, the old 
man is mad as sheol this morning. He 
was out on the road yesterday and got 
beat by a gray horse dragging a load of 
beef. 
Now he wants that horse and 
you are to buy it for him. 
Here's his 
check signed in blank, and you must 
not lose that animal for $5,000.' Well 
to make a long story short, I found who 
owned the horse and, as luck would 
have* it, I got him into my stable for 
15350, and ten minutes after he was at 
headquarters in Grant's 
possrssion. 
When the General drove Wm out the 
next day the butcher saw him, and in a 
half an' hour the man of meat was at 
our hotel making the air blue for hav- 
ing sold the horse at so low a figure. 
But I threw a couple of bottles of wine 
into him and sent him away satisfied. 
Grant drove that gray horse for ten 
years, and it was his favorite animal 
during that time. It finally died on the 
General's farm in Missouri"—Col. H. 
A. Chadwick. in the N. T. Oravhic.
